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Town of Didsbury Census 2000 figures are in

Didsbury is a community in 
motion. 

This is obvious by looking at 
all the development around 
town, but also by looking at the 
municipal census figures which 
have been recently released. 

Last May people may recall 
having enumerators knocking 
on their doors requesting a bit 
of information. 

That information has all 


been compiled and the Town of 
Didsbury 2000 Municipal Cen¬ 
sus figures are in. 

Since the 1996 Federal Cen¬ 
sus, Didsbury has seen a popu¬ 
lation growth of 6.45%, from 
3,553 people to 3,782 people. 
The growth from the 1993 mu¬ 
nicipal census is 11.27%, when 
Didsbury had a population of 
3,399. 

Wendy Bauer, the census co¬ 
ordinator hired by the Town, 


said that it took about three 
weeks for herself and the three 
enumerators to cover the town. 

She says that the questions 
that people were asked were 
quite basic, and included things 
like the number of people resid¬ 
ing in the home, ages and sexes 
of the residents, the number of 
years they’ve resided in Dids¬ 
bury and whether or not they 
were working or retired. 

"We wanted to get an idea of 


where people are coming from 
and whether they're here work¬ 
ing or retired," said Bauer. 

She says that if they couldn't 
reach people at home, they 
would often talk to their neigh¬ 
bours to try and reach as many 
residents as possible. 

About 180 people didn't re¬ 
spond to the census at all, 
which brings down the popula¬ 
tion number. Bauer says that 
the reasons for the non-re¬ 


sponses varied, from not being 
at home to political reasons. 

Following are some interest¬ 
ing figures released in the Cen¬ 
sus 2000 report: 

• The largest five-year age 
groups include the 10-14, 5-9, 
40-44 and 35-39 year olds. 

• Male/ female ratios vary 
depending upon age. Females 
outnumber males in the pre¬ 
school and school age groups

AgPro Grain centre 
officially opens its 
doors in Crossfield

After hundreds and hundreds of hours of construction, 
the AgPro grain terminal near Crossfield has officially 
opened its doors for business. 

The terminal, named Stampede Marketing Centre, has 
been operating for some time now, but the grand opening 
was held on Aug. 16. 

The terminal, owned by AgPro and its parent company 
Saskatchewan Wheat Pool, has much to offer farmers in the 
area. 

The new centre offers producers a complete line of grain 
handling services, including marketing, cleaning, drying 
and condo storage. 

The terminal has a capacity of 33,500 tonnes, which 
includes 22,000 of producer leased storage. 

As well, the centre is also equipped with a full-service 
farm supply operation with custom application services, 
anhydrous ammonia, together with dry and liquid fertilizer 
blending facilities. 

"Agriculture has evolved at a rapid pace. Saskatchewan 
Wheat Pool anticipated the changes brought on by govern¬ 
ment decisions, like a transportation reform, and responded 
by providing the facilities network farmers require to stay 
competitive in a global marketplace," said Marvin Wiens, 
Saskatchewan Wheat Pool president and chairman of the 
board. 

"Through our Stampede Marketing Centre, AgPro will 
deliver the agri product, grain handling and marketing 
services that producers are demanding to help them en¬ 
hance their bottom line. We’re committed to creating a 
strong future for the next generation of farmers in Western 
Canada." 

Regional Sales Manager Greg Bialobzyski says that the 
new terminal can process grain so that its ready for 
destination customers, either a domestic mill or an interna¬ 
tional market. 

He says that the centre has the capability to dry 50 
tonnes of grain per hour and clean 130 tonnes per hour to 
export standards. 

This new centre is part of Saskatchewan Wheat Pool's 
grain handling renewal program, Project Horizon, which 
includes the construction of 22 new terminals located along 
the main rail lines across the three prairie provinces. 

Twenty-one of the 22 terminals are now in operation and 
the last one will be open for harvest. 


Funding for community health 
initiatives in Southern and 
Central Alberta announced 


Health Minister Allan Rock

"We know that investing 
in health promotion and dis¬ 
ease prevention are critical 
ingredients in health care," 
said Senator Fairbairn. 
"Community health projects 
like these will allow 
Albertans to focus much more 
on protecting and promoting 
good health in a manner that 
will benefit the health care 
system and improve the qual¬ 
ity of life of Albertans. " 

Funding for the projects 
announced comes from the 
following Health Canada ini¬ 
tiatives 

Population Health Fund 

Health Canada has 
adopted a population health 
approach to further its con¬ 
tinuing mandate to maintain 


and improve the health of 
Canadians. This approach 
recognizes that many factors, 
in addition to the health care 
system, have a strong influ¬ 
ence on health, for example: 
nutrition, physical activity, 
or education. 

The approach promotes 
prevention, and encourages 
positive action on determi¬ 
nants that affect the health 
of the population as a whole, 
or that of specific population 
groups. 

The goal of the Popula¬ 
tion Health Fund, which has 
an annual budget of $14 mil¬ 
lion, is to increase commu¬ 
nity capacity for action on 
the determinants of health.

as well as in most of the senior age groups. Males 
outnumber females in the 50-54 and 60-64 age groups. 

• Single detached dwellings (1,070 or 72.2%) are the 
dominant housing type of the 1,482 dwelling units in 
Didsbury. 

• The average household size in Didsbury is 2.73 occu¬ 
pants per dwelling. 

• Two-person households (523) are the dominant house¬ 
hold size comprising 35.3% of all households. 

• The majority (2,044 or 54%) of residents have lived in 
Didsbury for five years or more. 

• 458 or 12.2% of residents claim to have lived here for 
less than one year. 

• Most of Didsbury's new residents come from Calgary 
(442). 

• 1,236 respondents identified themselves as full-time 
employees while 281 claim to be part-time workers. Retirees 
number 588. 

• 656 workers claim to work in Didsbury (not at their 
residence) while 74 claim to work at home. 

• 740 workers state that they work outside Didsbury. 

• The most common work locations outside Didsbury 
include Calgary (263), Olds (170), Mountain View County 
(57) and Carstairs (49).

Increase in funding to 
Kindergarten program

Kindergarten students across the province will soon be 
benefitting from extra class time. 

Recently the provincial government announced that they will 
be spending an additional $45 million on kindergarten program¬ 
ming for Alberta schools. 

This increase will now cover the cost of a 475-hour kindergar¬ 
ten program, whereas provincial funding previously covered 400 
hours of classroom time. 

"The first school experience is so influential on our children's 
academic careers," said Lois Byers, president of the Alberta School 
Boards Association. "Extra class time is also very important to 
kids from disadvantaged homes - the more hours they have, the 
better the start to their education. We are pleased this government 
has made kindergarten students a priority." 

The ASBA has been lobbying for the return of a fully funded 
kindergarten program since the dollars were cut by the provincial 
government. 

"Full funding of kindergarten will enable boards to help prepare 
children for entry into Grade 1 and provide them with a foundation 
for later success," said Byers. 


Industrial park will go 
despite opposition

Residents left a county public 
hearing, Wednesday, voicing 
their disgust with the demo¬ 
cratic process. 

Mountain View County Coun¬ 
cil voted 4-3 in favor of re-desig¬ 
nating 147 acres of agriculture 
land, located on the corner of 
Highways 22 and 27, to direct 
control light industrial/commer¬ 
cial. 

The decision came after two 
previous public hearing recesses 
and more than nine hours of 
debate and presentations. 

Since the application was 
brought forward earlier this 
year by Mark Wright of Olds 
Land and Cattle Company, resi¬ 
dents have voiced their opposi¬ 
tion including accusations of 
misconduct by councillors and 
the planing department. Two 
petitions were introduced to 
council with more than 300 sig¬ 
natures as well as numerous 
letters and well-thought-out 
presentations stating opposi¬ 
tion. 

One presentation, accusing 
some councillors of misconduct, 
resulted in Councillor Pat James 
insisting Reeve Ian Harvie call 
it out of order. 

Harvie warned the presenter 
to stick to the facts. Another 
presentation demanded Coun¬ 
cillor Gerald Ingeveld apologize 


for comments made about rate¬ 
payers, at the last hearing. 
Ingeveld didn't respond. 

Each public hearing filled 
council chambers, more than 70 
residents attended the Aug. 16 
hearing, some bringing their 
own chairs. 

Wright attended the hearing 
but was once again represented 
by his attorney, Chris 

Davis, as well as Olga Lovett, 
planning consultant and an en¬ 
gineer. 

Previously this issue had been 
recessed to allow council time to 
study a Stantec report, commis¬ 
sioned by council with a man¬ 
date to find appropriaie sites 
within the county for develop¬ 
ment of future industrial sites. 

Mountain View County plan¬ 
ning department advised they 
were in favor of this site and 
urged council to accept the ap¬ 
plication. 

Lovett said the Stantec re¬ 
port confirmed all along what 
the planners for this industrial 
site thought. 

"The site on which the appli¬ 
cation is located is one of nine 
sites selected by the Stantec re¬ 
port to be favorable for indus¬ 
trial development," she said stat¬ 
ing, "in other words, we have 
three independent planning 
crews which have identified this 
particular site as being an ap¬ 


propriate location for a well de¬ 
signed rural industrial commer¬ 
cial business park," said Lovett. 
She explained that after council 
had recessed to hear this report 
they were now in a position to 
approve Wright's application." 

Those in opposition once 
again begged, pleaded and de¬ 
manded that council not ap¬ 
prove it. Reasons for opposition 
included: an increase in traffic 
causing a danger to those using 
the highways; pollution (water, 
light, air and noise); loss of 
property value; loss of agricul¬ 
ture land and loss of the farm¬ 
ing/ranching/country way of 
life. 

"You are our servants, not 
our masters," shouted Dick Ross, 
demanding council vote against 
the application. 

Council took no more than 
two minutes to give this appli¬ 
cation its second and third read¬ 
ing, passing them with a 4-3 
vote. Councillors Derksen and 
Lockrem and Reeve Harvie were 
in opposition. 

A councillor at the last hear¬ 
ing said he doesn't want the 
county to have a sign that reads 
closed for business. Well I and 
all the other residents do not 
want the sign to read, if you 
can't build anywhere else come 
to Mountain View's newest in¬ 
dustrial park. - Judy Haase

Increase in physicians for 
rural Alberta practices

Rural Alberta will be seeing 
an increase in physicians over 
the next two years, thanks to 
$4.5 million in funding for a 
new program. 

Health and Wellness Minis¬ 
ter Gary Mar recently an¬ 
nounced a new rural training 
program for graduating medi¬ 
cal students that will create 40 
residency positions in rural Al¬ 
berta over a two-year period. 

The program, called The Al¬ 
berta Rural Family Medicine 
Network, will see 20 trainees 
enter into the family medicine 
training stream in July of 2001. 
The following year will see 20 
more trainees being located in 
small communities around the 
province. 

"Residency programs like 


these are a good way to enhance 
physician numbers in rural ar¬ 
eas," said Mar. "In other prov¬ 
inces up to half of the graduates 
who completed rural family 
medicine training have set up 
practice in the rural communi¬ 
ties in which they were trained." 

This program is a joint effort 
by The Rural Physician Action 
Plan (RPAP), The University of 
Calgary and University of Al¬ 
berta Family Medicine depart¬ 
ments. Currently, Alberta 
Health and Wellness provides 
$3.9 million each year to RPAP 
to recruit physicians in the ru¬ 
ral parts of the province. 

The training for this new 
program will be coordinated and 
funded by RPAP and will be 
offered at both the U of C and 
the U of A. Any physicians al¬ 


ready working in rural areas 
will act as teachers for the train¬ 
ees, with support from the uni¬ 
versities. 

"Recruiting and retaining 
physicians in Alberta is a top 
priority," said Mar. "This initia¬ 
tive provides an opportunity to 
strengthen rural medical edu¬ 
cation in Alberta and increase 
the number of family medicine 
graduates who choose a rural 
practice." 

The number of physicians 
working in the province in¬ 
creased 10.8% between 1995 and 
1999, outstripping population 
growth by 2.5%. Because of this, 
Alberta had the largest increase 
in physician numbers in Canada 
with family doctors increasing 
by 7.1% and specialists inrreas- 
ing by 15.4%.

Health care in our community is 
looking pretty ill these days. 

We've had two doctors leave the 
area over the last few months, leav¬ 
ing only two Didsbury physicians 
to meet the needs of the community. 

To get in and see a doctor just for 
routine purposes means waiting 
close to a month for an appoint¬ 
ment. Of course, emergencies are 
still being seen immediately as they 
should be. 

I can't even fathom how the two 
remaining doctors are feeling these days. Dr. Marc Puts and 
his wife, Dr. Collette Vervaeck, must be just run off their feet. 
Not only do they have to worry about meeting all the needs at 
the medical centre, but they also must be on-call to see that 
patient care is being met at the hospital. Talk about busy. 

You'll see a story on Page 3 this week talking about a new 
program the provincial government has initiated that will see 
40 rural physicians entering the workforce beginning next 
July. Four and a half million dollars has been set aside to train 
these doctors so that rural needs can be met. 

I think this is a wonderful thing, but for a community like 
ours where there is a serious shortage of doctors, it's a little 
late. That means that even if Didsbury were able to secure one 
of these candidates, we'd still have to wait nearly a year for 
them. 

I know that the doctors here in town are working hard to 
recruit physicians for Didsbury, and that Health Authority 5 
and the Town of Didsbury are involved as well. I imagine that 
it's pretty hard to persuade young doctors to come to our small 
rural community from the big cities and even harder to keep 
them here after that. 

I don't think that the standard of health care being provided 
has changed any. I'm sure not. These two remaining doctors 
that we have seem very concerned about the people that they 
serve and I think they're working as best as they can to meet 
our needs. 

But, with Didsbury being a sort of retirement community 
and with the population aging as it is, I imagine that it must 
be inconvenient for our seniors not to be able to get in to see 
a doctor when they need to. 

If this program were put into place immediately, we wouldn't 
have Didsburians going to other communities to seek health 
care. If residents have to continue seeking out health care 
elsewhere, that's only going to bring the whole hospital issue 
to light again. 

It’s a nice program that the government is setting up, but 
Didsbury needs an injection sooner. Not only for the benefit of 
the residents here, but also for our two remaining doctors.

Credit rating position strengthened

Two of the financial world's 
major ratings agencies have 
given Alberta a vote of confi¬ 
dence. 

Standard & Poor's an¬ 
nounced that it has affirmed 
Alberta's AA + rating and in¬ 
creased its rating outlook on 
domestic debt from "stable” to 
"positive", strengthening the 
province's hold on the best 
credit rating in Canada. 

In a news release on August 
14, Standard & Poor's said the 
rating reflects "the province’s 
very low and steady declining 
net tax-support debt burden.” 

The release went on to credit 
the province for "the govern¬ 
ment's conservative and pru¬ 
dent budget management, safe¬ 
guarding against potential rev¬ 
enue weakness, even as pro¬ 
posed tax reforms and reduc¬ 
tions take place beginning in 
2001." 

Standard & Poor's also said 
that a further upgrade of Al¬ 


berta's domestic currency rat¬ 
ing to AAA is possible in the 
next one to three years if the 
economy remains healthy and 
the province continues to ag¬ 
gressively attack its remain¬ 
ing debt. 

Moody's Investor Services, 
another major rating agency, 
also released its rating report 


for Alberta on August 14. In a 
news release, Moody's re-af¬ 
firmed Alberta's Aal domestic 
currency rating with a posi¬ 
tive outlook based on "solid 
debt reduction, five years of 
budget surpluses, and a diver¬ 
sified economic base that less¬ 
ens the province’s dependence 
on energy."

On the road again: The final leg of Dolha’s journey 


Hello Nicole: 

I made it back okay and the 
Harley a little worse for wear. 
More about that later. My last leg 
of my great road trip began 
Wednesday, August 2. The rain 
fell last night with thunder and 
lightening and high winds. The 
morning came with a light rain 
falling and high humidity. I got 
away about 9:30 a.m. in full rain 
gear and headed across Montreal 
on Hwy. 640 to # 13 S. the #20 W. 
crossing into Ontario at 10H30on 
the 401. It was overcast but no 
rain until Cambridge where I had 
to get a motel. I had supper at a 
"Joey's Only". Just can't get enough 
fish I guess. My meal and brew tab 
was $10.50 plus $2.25 in GST, 
PST and a separate liquor tax. 
Gas prices for regular ranged for 
$.71 to $.74/L. I paid up to $.85/L 
for prem. Today's total distance is 
629 km. and $23.15 spent on gas. 
I hope it’s dry tomorrow. 

Thursday, Aug. 3. 

Up at 7 a.m. to a cloudy morn¬ 
ing. I dried everything in a 
laundromat last night. 401 West 
and a strong wind in my face. I 
crossed the U.S. border at noon 
and the sky is clearing. Shortly 
after I met a couple from Lansing, 
Michigan at a rest stop. Scott and 
CC were heading to Sturgus, 
South Dakota in a new Road King 
made by Harley Davidson. We rode 
together on 1-69 to Indiana then I- 
90 to the NW tollway around Chi¬ 
cago. Our bad timing was getting 
there at rush hour. We battled for 
our lane space with monster big 
trucks, and the most aggressive 
drivers I’ve seen since Quebec. 
Only thing here is that there are 
more of them. It didn't help that 
we took a wrong turn and ended 
up heading for O'Hare Airport. 
Even the sky was full of planes 


backed-up waiting to land. I prom¬ 
ise never to complain about the 
Deerfoot Trail again. That is a 
side street compared to this. 

It was getting dark and we were 
running out of change for the toll 
gates. The unmanned ones are 
exact change, $.40 while you can 
get change at the manned ones. 
As the light finally faded and we 
were still on the tollway, we took 
an exit to find a campsite. $. 15 to 
get off the tollway. I had a dime 
and a nickel left so, I threw it at 
the gate and we rode our two bikes 
across the sensor side by side so it 
thought we were a very short car. 
I told Scott that the camera would 
take his Michigan plate if they 
wanted to send a ticket as they 
probably didn't know what an "Al¬ 
berta" was. We camped at the Kane 
County campground outside the 
village of Dundee. Our luck that 
there was no running water for 
showers. After setting up by the 
headlights of our bikes, we rode 
out to find some groceries. A right, 
then through 3 lights, then an¬ 
other right, over a bridge and two 
more lights. Got that? I did going 
but not coming back. Scott and 
CC returned to our camp while I 
phoned home. Well, to make this 
short, I rode around for well over 
an hour through two other vil¬ 
lages, and another county before 
a guy at another gas stop knew 
where my camp was. At camp, the 
other couple told me they could 
hear me but didn't take the road 
past them. We had a good laugh 
about it after. The total for the 
day was 888 km., 9 US gallons 
with the cost of $1.57 per gallon. 
$13.50 US total. 

Friday, Aug. 4 

Up at 6 a.m. Light dew but the 
day looks promising. Back onto I- 
90 and another 40 cents each. 


More construction. 9 lanes 
through the toll down to one lane. 
No wonder everyone is tense. Rush 
hour type traffic, construction and 
missed turns have probably cost 
us 3 or 4 hours, maybe more. I was 
just glad to cross into Wisconsin. 
We pushed hard this day and 
crossed over the mighty Missis¬ 
sippi into Minnesota at La Crosse. 

When I last rode over the Mis¬ 
sissippi River on my way out, it 
was smaller then the Bow River. 
Now it is hundreds of feet across. 
Very impressive. We rode hard at 
80 mph but only made it to Adrian, 
Mn. Total distance was 791 km, 
5.5 gallons US and $8.13 US. 
Prices ranged from $ 1.45 to $ 1.52. 
Prices increasingas we head west. 
Over a prime rib dinner I find out 
that Scott worked on the design 
team that made the Dodge Da¬ 
kota truck seat covers. Now that's 
a job you won't find out here. CC 
works with seniors. 

Rain again as we sat in our 
campsite about midnight. Turned 
out the light rain was just a sam¬ 
pling of what was to come. At 2:30 
a.m., the most terrific thunder, 
lightening, rain and wind storm 
blew in. It didn't stop until 6 a.m. 
and then it kept raining until al¬ 
most 8:30 a.m. So, we packed up 
wet and not in very good humor 
until after coffee. This is Satur¬ 
day, Aug. 5. Heavy traffic but at 
least the sun finally came out. We 
start to see a lot more bikes going 
west. Speed is fairly steady at about 
120 km. until more road construc¬ 
tion. This last for 20 or 30 miles at 
a time. Just before Michell, South 
Dakota, we go past a bike acci¬ 
dent. Looks like his small trailer 
wheels seized up dumping the rid¬ 
ers into the ditch. Looks worse 
than it is. But, traffic stays 
bunched up and slow as we enter 


Cancer on jobs update

Alas, because Canada 
Pension Plan (CPP) taxes con¬ 
tinue to rise faster than Employ¬ 
ment Insurance (El) taxes are 
lowered, the overall effect is for 
higher payroll taxes. And because 
both employee and employer pay 
these taxes, such taxes hit job 
creation hard because they af¬ 
fect the amount of money avail¬ 
able to hire new employees, and 
to give wage increases to existing 
ones. 

Think Psychedelic 

Retro is in, so think back to 
1972. Since then, payroll taxes 
jumped because of two factors - 
actual increases in the El and 
CPP rates, and also the decision 
by government to expose more of 
your salary to payroll taxes. For 
example, back in 1972, the El tax 
bite was only 90 cents for every 
$100 in earnings ($1.26 for the 
employer). Now it is $2.40 (and 
$3.36 for your boss.) Also, the 
amount of income exposed to El 
taxes was only $7,800 in 1972 
compared to $39,000 now. 

Same story for CPP taxes. 


Back in 1972, CPP rates were 
$1.80 per $ 100 compared to $3.90 
now for both employees and em¬ 
ployers. But that doubling of 
rates only tells a very small part 
of the story. Because the amount 
of income exposed to CPP taxes 
grew, so too did the overall tax 
bite. Twenty-eight yearsago, only 
$4,900 worth of income could be 
hit with the CPP tax. Now it is 
$37,600. 

Payroll taxes and you 

What does this mean for you? 
A $40,000 wage earner in 1972 
would pay just $158.40 in total 
payroll taxes, while the company 
owed $ 186.48. Assume that over¬ 
all payroll taxes only kept up 
with inflation, and the amount 
paid by you in the year 2000 
would be only $682.24 while your 
employer would only cough up 
$803.19. 

But that's the hypothetical. 
You will pay $2,265 this year at 
that salary level. Youi employer 
will hand over $2,640. (That com¬ 
pares to just $1,323 annually in 
1990 and $1,622 on your behalf 
by your employer.) 

Put another way, compared to 
just 10 years ago, at $40,000, you 
have $942 less take-home pay 
every year. Sure, part of that 
increase may now be offset by

The temperature is in the 
90's F. The sun is now on my left 
as I head toward Billings, Mt. At 
Billings I take Hwy. #87 N. to 
Lewistown. I pass a bunch of bik¬ 
ers going east and recognize some 
I know from the High River area. 
Have to call them when they get 
back. Just before Lewistown, my 
speedo and odometer stop work¬ 
ing. I find out later it's not a cheap 
fuse but a new speedometer at 


about $600. A bad ending to an¬ 
other-wise great day. 752 km., 11.8 
gallons at $20.45 US. Prices 
ranged from $1.66 to $1.80 per 
gal. for prem. It was such a nice 
night out, I didn't even set up the 
tent. The sleeping bag beside the 
bike and all is well with the world. 
This JC rest stop allows over- 
nighters for just a donation. Even 
though it is beside an airport, there 
are no planes after dark. The first 
planes out after sunup is a good 
alarm clock. 

Monday, Aug. 7. 

Well, what else could go wrong. 
I dropped my watch and it stopped. 
Pack up and hit the road. It's a 105 
miles to Great Falls and another 
122 miles to Sweetgrass. I cross 
the border after the duty free store 
about 11:30 and arrive home at 
3:30 p.m. I guess it helps when 
you don't know how fast you're 
going. 

Approximate distance for the 
day is 768 km. and 6 gallons US. 
Alas about 22 litres. The trip from 
Quebec to Didsbury was 4557 km. 
The total trio was 11,317 km. Cost 
of gas in Cdn. $ was about $350.00. 
I met a lot of people, saw a lot of 
places and I made it back with my 
life, pictures and a T- shirt. Now, 
how do I tell Penny about next 
years trip? 

Oh yeah, Gene, you owe me at 
least two tanks of gas. I've got a 
receipt here for $.86/L somewhere. 
Until next time, keep the rubber 
side down.

some income tax relief by some 
income tax relief, but the same 
cannot be said for your employer. 
She must now fork over $1,000 
more in payroll taxes for you 
than she did in 1990. And while 
some business taxes may go lower 
this year, the payroll tax bite is 
climbing and that tax must be 
paid regardless of whether a com¬ 
pany makes a buck or a billion in 
profit, or nothing at all. 

Payroll taxes and jobs 

Why are payroll taxes hard on 
job creation? For every 100 em¬ 
ployees at $40,000, a company 
must pay over $100,000 more in 
payroll taxes this year compared 
to ten years ago. At $40,000 a job, 
that's two and half jobs your 
employer cannot create, or 
$ 100,000 worth of wage increases 
not available. 

The future 

If El taxes decrease at the 
same pace as the last couple of 
years, and CPP taxes shoot up¬ 
ward at the same rate, a $40,000 
salary will sacrifice over $300 
more every year in payroll taxes 
by 2003 ($2,567 in total.) Their 
employer will hand over about 
$230 more ($2,871.0 

So, if you want to know where 
you wage increases are, don't ask 
your boss - ask Paul Martin.

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Rate reductions for grain 
insignificant in comparison 


The recently announced 
freight rate re¬ 
ductions by CP 
and CN are mi¬ 
nor when com¬ 
pared to the sav¬ 
ings farmers 
could have re¬ 
ceived. 

The Liberals 
refusal to give 
farmers true 
competition has 
cost our strug¬ 
gling grain pro¬ 
ducers million. 

My comments refer to the 
announcements by CN and 
CP that their grain freight 
rates for the 2000/01 crop 
year will be 4 per cent and 
1.7 per cent (respectively) be¬ 
low the rates currently 
charged farmers who ship 
grain in smaller (below 25 
hopper cars) blocks. 

The remaining 13.5 per 
cent reduction mandated by 
Bill C-34 must be made 
through incentive rates for 
large shipments (e.g. 25, 50 
or 100 hopper car blocks) 
and will only be available at 
the new high-through-put el¬ 
evators. 

Many farmers may be 
forced to give up a signifi¬ 
cant portion of this lower 
rate to trucking firms. 

We can see that Bill C-34 
will have little impact on the 
average farmer who loads 


their own producer car or 
hauls grain to 
their local eleva¬ 
tor. 

The Liberals 
promises of big 
savings will sim¬ 
ply not material¬ 
ize. 

Industry esti¬ 
mates have calcu¬ 
lated that true 
system reform 
could have saved 


farmers $300 million annu¬ 
ally. 

The freight rate reductions 
recently announced will deny 
farmers at least $176 million 
in potential savings. 

The federal government is 
solely responsible for the 
small size of the freight rate 
reduction because they re¬ 
fused to give farmers true 
grain transportation reform. 

This has to be made a pri¬ 
ority and soon.

Disappointed with decision 


Dear Editor, 

Welcome to the County of 
Industrial View, oops, Moun¬ 
tain View! The county where 
power and money talk. The 
county where the voices of the 
people don't count. 

Ratepayers voices numbered 
well over three hundred. The 
hearing dragged on for over 
three months with concerns 
being registered by petition, let¬ 
ters and personal attendance at 
the hearings. At each of the 
three hearing dates, there were 
50 - 60 people in attendance, 
standing room only, showing 
their opposition to this 
redesignation. The people at¬ 
tending the hearings were not 
always the same. They were 
people who took time from their 
lives and liveliehoods to attend 
and to convey their concerns. 
They were people who accept 
and encourage planned, com¬ 
mon sense development. They 
were people who care about the 
land and their community. 

This county has drastically 
affected, if not destroyed, the 
lives of over thirty surrounding 
area residents. They did this 
not for the benefit of the county, 
but for the benefit of one devel¬ 
oper that lives in the city, spends 
his summers at a lake in B.C 
and claims to be a farmer and a 
good neighbour. This developer 
and his family blantantly told 


people the county asked him to 
do it. The developer had a team 
of six professionals presenting 
his proposal. Theirs was a pur¬ 
chased presentation and likely, 
if those opposing this develop¬ 
ment hired these same profes¬ 
sionals, they would have worked 
equally as hard to convince 
council of the negatives. Those 
in opposition chose not to re¬ 
tain professional counsel out of 
respect for, and the belief in, the 
people elected to represent the 
county. Residents believed coun¬ 
cillors would do what was right, 
having been presented all of the 
facts. 

The county planning depart¬ 
ment representative knowingly 
withheld accurate soil quality 
information and flagrantly en¬ 
dorsed and promoted the pro¬ 
posal. Roberts Rules of Order 
were not followed. I feel the 
minutes of the July 19th por¬ 
tion of the hearing were inaccu¬ 
rate. The report the county com¬ 
missioned for industrial site lo¬ 
cation echoed the water con¬ 
cerns of the residents and ap¬ 
peared ignored. SHAME. 

The redesignation of the SE 
quarter of the T-intersection at 
the junction of Highways 22 & 
27 east of Sundre for the pur¬ 
pose of a 35 lot industrial subdi¬ 
vision has been approved. This 
redesignation is not to indus¬ 
trial or commercial, where the 


appeal process is applicabale, 
but to direct control. Direct con¬ 
trol means specific regulations 
are in place for each separate 
parcel of land with a direct con¬ 
trol designation. There is no 
appeal. These regulations were 
never adequately addressed at 
any portion of the hearing. The 
only direction given by the 
county regarding these rules 
was that copies were available 
at the County Office. Direct con¬ 
trol implies stronger controls, 
but, these specific regulations 
have deemed everything permit¬ 
ted including all of the indus¬ 
tries the towns will not accept. 
Nothing is discretionary; eve¬ 
rything is permitted. Direct con¬ 
trol takes the planning process 
away from the community. The 
people are at the mercy of the 
planning department. 

In the words of an environ¬ 
mental lawyer consulted regard¬ 
ing these regulations, "be wor¬ 
ried, be very worried." 

A cure for the plague infect¬ 
ing this county and destroying 
agricultural land must be found.

I still have the Autograph that 1 had when I was a kid. It's 
quite a nice one. with a hinged wooden cover and leather 
lacing. Inside are the usual banalities, "roses are red etc." My 
sister Marjie probably gave me the album and there are nice 
sentiments from her, and from my Mom and Dad. There are 
some inspirational lines from a couple of my Aunts, and some 
barely legible scrawls from grade 4 schoolmates and kids I met 
at CGIT Camp. There are best wishes from some old School 
Teachers, notably Bill Blore who always used green ink. It's a 
pretty ordinary Album, no quotations from Shakespeare, no 
carefully cut out photos and no original art. Last week 
Marilyn Halvorson lent me two of her Mom's Autograph 
Albums and they have quotations, photos, art, humor, good 
and bad poetry, pathos and drama. They are delightful and I 
have spent hours carefully turning their loosening leaves. 

The oldest entry is from December 29,1927. Mrs. Halvorson's 
maiden name was Irene McConnell and she seems to have 
spent the holiday in Mortlach, Sask.

Let X be a 
sweet young lady, Y a handsome young man and Z a strict 
chaperone. Here’s hoping yours is the (X+Y) -Z. state, sin¬ 
cerely Ada." There is a little photo of Ada, bordered in India 
Ink. She is about 16 and pretty with bangs and short wavy 
hair. She looks bright and funny, I wonder what life held for 
her. 

Irene’s friend Rachel has dr-awn a cute little boy carrying a 
basket of holly in his red mittened hand. Unfortunately the 
accompanying verse is so politically incorrect that I can’t quote 
it. Her friend Lenore has no verse at all but has drawn a lovely 
rose and gilded it with heavy gold lines that stand well above 
the paper. C. Harrison has drawn a brown and gold butterfly 
on a sprig of what may be cherry blossom. Another high school 
friend Eunice Jones, has drawn a lovely little silhouette of a 
girl sitting in a window seat and looking out over a moonlit 
town. "When sometimes alone you are sitting, reflecting on the 
past remember that you have a friend that will forever last." 
There are several really lovely silhouettes, a little boy pushing 
a wheelbarrow full of tulips, kittens, sailboats and Ethel 
Underwood's moonlight crane is very oriental. 

Some of the rhymes must have been written in the Ark. In 
what looks like a teachers handwriting. "Here is the oldest 
rhyme of them all, Love many, trust few, and learn to paddle 
your own canoe." There are other ancient ones, "It's hard to 
part from those we love, when our hearts are full of hope, but 
it's harder still to lose the towel when our eyes are full of soap."

D.H.B.'s rhyme doesn't rhyme, I think he should have 
written, "When you are married, and trouble comes in, hit 
it on the head with a rolling pin." Instead he has, "When you 
are married and trouble comes in, Just take a rolling pin 
and hit it on the head.”

There are lots and lots more, we are barely up to 1929 
and the books go to 1936. The bright, hopeful, young people 
who wrote in Irene's Autograph book did so in order to be 
remembered. Wouldn’t they be surprised to find themselves 
remembered in a Newspaper in the year 2000? I want to 
tha'ik Marilyn Halvorson for lending me her Mom's al¬ 
bums. I've enjoyed them tremendously and last night while 
• was nearsightedly cleaning raspberries I was inspired to 
write a new entry for Autograph Albums everywhere.

I Krebs Reunion quite a big one 


QUESTION: I believe one of the primary tasks for 
parents is to prepare children for the independence and 
responsibility of adulthood. I have an infant son, and I 
certainly want to teach him to be self-disciplined and 
responsible as the years unfold. But I don’t know where 
to start. How can I instill these characteristics in my son, 
and how early should I begin? 

DR. DOBSON: Well, that is what good parenting is 
all about. Let me describe the task in developmental 
terms. A little child at birth is, of course, completely 
helpless. That little guy lying in his crib can do nothing 
for himself: He doesn’t roll over or hold his bottle. He 
can’t say “please” or “thank you,” and he doesn’t apolo¬ 
gize for getting you up six times in one night. Nor is he 
sympathetic when you drive the point of a safety pin 
through the fleshy part of your thumb at 3 a.m. (without 
doubt, the greatest agony in human experience!). He 
doesn’t even have to appreciate your efforts. In other 
words, a child begins his life in a state of complete and 
total dependency, and you are in his servitude. About 20 
years later, however, some dramatic changes should have 
occurred in that individual. He should have developed the 
skills and self-discipline necessary for successful adult 
living. He is expected to spend his money wisely, hold a 
job, be loyal to one spouse (if he’s married), support the 
needs of his family, obey the laws of the land and be a good 
citizen. 

In other words, during the short course of childhood, 
an individual should progress systematically from de¬ 
pendency to independency, from irresponsibility to re¬ 
sponsibility. The question is, How does little John or 
Nancy or Paul get from Position A to Position B? How 
does that magical transformation from babyhood to ma¬ 
turity take place? Some parents seem to believe it all will 
coalesce toward the latter end of adolescence, about 15 
minutes before the individual leaves home. I reject that 
notion categorically. The l • 3t preparation for adulthood 
comes from training in responsibility during the child¬ 
hood years. This is not to say that the child should be 
required to work like an adult. It does mean that he can 
be encouraged to progress in an orderly timetable of 
events, carrying the level of responsibility that is appro¬ 
priate for his age. Shortly after birth, for example, the 
mother begins transferring responsibilities from her shoul¬ 
ders to those of her infant. Little by little he learns to 
sleep through the night, hold his own bottle and reach for 
what he wants. Later he is potty-trained and learns to 
walk and talk. As each new skill is mastered, his mother 
“frees” herself that much more from his servitude. Each 
year the child should make more of his own decisions as 
the responsibilities of living shift from his parent’s 
shoulders to his own. A 7-year-old, for example, is usu¬ 
ally capable of selecting his own clothing for the day 
(within reason). He should be keeping his room straight 
and making his bed each morning. A 9- or 10-year-old 
may be enjoying more freedom, such as choosing from 
approved television programs. 

I am not suggesting that we abdicate parental leader¬ 
ship during these years; rather, I believe we should give 
conscious thought to the reasonable, orderly transfer of 
freedom and responsibility, so that we are preparing the 
child each year for that moment of full independence 
which must come. 

Returning to your question about your infant son, let 
me cite two insightful phrases coined by psychologists 
Marguerite and Willard Beecher that will guide the 
instructional process I have described. They are: (1) The 
parent needs to gain his or her freedom from the child, so 
that the child can obtain his or her freedom from the 
parent; and (2) a parent should do nothing for a child 
which the child can profit from doing for himself or 
herself. If you apply those two recommendations, you’ll 
get that boy ready to be a responsible man.

This book is written as a guide to 
owners, managers and supervi¬ 
sors in agricultural and horti¬ 
cultural operations. The hand¬ 
book will help the reader: recruit 
better employees; supervise; mo¬ 
tivate/train employees to reach 
desired performance; and disci¬ 
pline/ dismiss employees should 
that be required. 

"The handbook is divided into 


Westlock. 1 he first section deals 
with human resources, planning 
and regulations. It describes the 
human resource planning proc¬ 
ess, a process which helps you 
decide how many and what type 
of employees you require. It also 
advises on employer regulations." 

Section two deals with hiring. 
It outlines the process to follow 
when hiring an employee. There 
are 10 steps in the hiring proc¬ 
ess: know your objectives; job 


description; recruitment; inter¬ 
viewing; testing checking refer¬ 
ences; making the selection; offer¬ 
ing the job; employment under¬ 
standing; and orientation. 

Section three deals with super¬ 
vising. Supervising is one of the 
key elements in a good employee- 
employer relationship. Employees 
are available to fill most employ¬ 
ment situations. Recruitment is 
the key to finding them. Good 
employee -employer relations is 
the key to keeping them. 

Section four deals with train¬ 
ing, motivating and evaluating. It 


training; creating a motivational 
climate in the workplace; paying 
fair wages and offering valued 
benefits. 

The last section deals with 
communications, problem solving 
and discipline. Good communica¬ 
tions can avoid many problems, 
but when conflict or the need to 
discipline does arise, you must 
deal with it. Also discussed is how 
to approach that dreaded task of 
dismissing an employee. Conflict 


and problems are a normal part 
of managing employees.

Area ropers put on a clinic on 
how to wrap up calves at the 
Cranbrook Professional Rodeo 
held from Aug. 11-13 at the 
Wycliffe Rodeo Grounds. 

Water Valley roper, Mark 
Nugent, now ranked 3rd in the 
Canadian Professional Rodeo 
Association standings with 
$16,420 in earnings, was light¬ 
ning quick in the East Kootenay 
centre flanking his calf in 7.9 
seconds to win the calf roping 
event. Nugent, the 1987 Cana¬ 
dian champion narrowly de¬ 
feated veteran Larry Robinson, 
of Innisfail, a six time Canadian 
champion by one tenth of a sec¬ 
ond. Robinson stopped the clock 
at 8 seconds flat while, finish¬ 
ing in fourth place with a time of 
8.2 seconds was Madden Roper, 
Cliff Williamson, the all time 
money leader on the CPRA cir¬ 
cuit with $487,084. Nugent 
picked up $1,009 and Robinson 
cashed in $835. 

In the roughstock competi¬ 
tion, Olds bareback rider, Bill 
Boyd split first place with Jay 
Phillips of Marshall Sask., win¬ 
ning $864. Boyd, who has 
slipped to third place in the 
CPRA standing with $24,349 in 
earnings, rode Void Rodeo’s 
Dr. Pepper to a 79 while 
Beiseker’s J. R. Reding with 
winnings of $1,113 had a devil 
of a score, 79, aboard Red Devil 
to capture the saddle bronc 
event. Meanwhile, Water Valley 
bull rider Jeff Whitlow marked 
an 80 to place 4th in the bull 
riding even, a ride worth $274.. 

At the Dawson Creek Stam¬ 
pede Chad Pighin, of Water Val¬ 
ley, tucked $1,883 into his pock¬ 
ets as he placed second in the 
bull riding with a respectful 80 


mark. Pighin made a signifi¬ 
cant move in the CPRA bull 
riding standings moving to 4th 
place by winning $2,916 over 
the week end. The 25 year old 
competitor finished just out of 
qualifying for the Canadian Fi¬ 
nals Rodeo last year and is mak¬ 
ing a strong bid to attend his 
first CFR this year at Edmon¬ 
ton’s Sky Reach Centre from 
Nov. 8-12. 

The biggest cheque earned in 
the ladies barrel racing, $2,016, 
was cashed by Innisfail’s Cheryl 
Daines, who placed second at 
Dawson Creek circling the bar¬ 
rels in a time of 17.28 seconds 
and collecting a $1,334 pay 
cheque. 

Daines moved from 15th 
place to 12th place and is just 
shy of qualifying for her fourth 


trip to the CFR. 

Area calf ropers also hit the 
gold mine in Dawson Creek as 
Joe Lucas, of Carstairs, won 
$1,098 for a 4th place finish, 
while Patrick Cassidy, of 
Innisfail, won $862 for 5th place 
and Tim Williamson, of Olds, 
won $672 for a sixth place fin¬ 
ish.

PORTRAITS 
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Dallas Johnson 
gets his ’A’ card

Here's the scenario. 

Dallas Johnson, who’s been with the Lac La Biche Golf and 
Country Club since the beginning of the season as an assistant 
pro, was in Eckville July 27 trying to get his head pro status from 
the Canadian Professional Golfers Association. 

But to become a head pro he had to card a score of 152 or less 
over two rounds - scores of 76 per 18 holes. 

With his dad caddying for him, his day in the spotlight started 
great as he tore up the links to post a score of 74 over the first 18 
holes. The card was as good as his. 

After a bite to eat he headed out for the second round, but after 
nine holes he sat with a bloated 40. To make matters worse he 
took a bogey on the 10th. 

But that's when he turned his game around, nabbing an eagle 
on the par five 13th and a birdie on the par four 14th. He finished 
the round with a 76, a combined score of 150 and a CPGA head 
pro card. 

My dad was really excited, probably more excited than I was. 
For me it was more a feeling of relief," said Johnson, who has 
missed getting his pro card the last two years. 

Johnson said it's a whole different game when your career is 
on the line. Out of the 10 assistants who tried for their cards at 
the event, only four made the grade. All he needs to do to officially 
receive his certification is to write an exam this fall. 

"I can go out and shoot a 76 no problem. But when it comes 
down to an event where you have to do it... It makes it that much 
tougher." 

LLB course manager and head pro Don Brayton agreed that 
the playability test is the biggest obstacle for young assistant pros 
looking to get their 'A' cards. 

"The hardest is the playing eligibility test because it's your 
career," said Brayton, a 37-year veteran of the golf business. 

"You can study for a written exam, but to go out there and have 
to sink a four-foot putt knowing your livelihood depends on it ... 
You've either got a choice of finishing it or going into welding. 

"Or should I say the newspaper business and who would want 
to go into the newspaper business?" he added with a chuckle. 

Before his arrival in LLB, Johnson was an assistant pro at the 
Banff Springs Golf and Country Club for three years and is a 
graduate of the Grant MacEwan Community College golf pro¬ 
gram. One of the biggest factors that saw him choose LLB, was 
the chance to be able to work on his game. 

"Don (Brayton) told me that I’d have the chance to work on my 
game if I came and he's really been helpful —from giving me 
pointers to letting me out on the course whenever we're slow," 
said Johnson. 

Brayton said Johnson is one of a number of young stars that 
call LLB home. He couldn't have been happier that the 25-year- 
old finally got his ticket. 

"We re pretty blessed with all the talent we have here at the golf 
course. I like to think that I've had some helping hand in guiding 
these kids along the way. It's great to see them succeed," said 
Brayton. 

"I've been in the business for 37 years and over that period of 
time I've nurtured half-a-dozen pros to their cards. And they're 
still in the golf business and there's great satisfaction knowing 
that they make their livings that way. 

"Dallas is a nice young man and well respected at the club. He's 
an excellent teacher and works well with the juniors and is 
certainly an asset to the golf club and also to the community of 
Lac La Biche."
